Hearing of New Renewal Permit Appeals
A. Goimir Zupanovic (attending)

Ty Lindsey, Louisiana Department of Wildlife and Fisheries (LDWF) Biologist,
stated that Zupanovic is appealing for a renewal permit on his vessel LA-4411-FP and
that this case is similar to previous cases. Zupanovic held a 2013 permit on the
vessel, but did not renew the permit by December 31, 2014 at which time the permit
expired and was no longer eligible for renewal. Lindsey said Zupanovic stated in his
appeal that he was not notified of the need to renew the permit along with the rest of
his licenses. Lindsey explained that Zupanovic held a 2013 permit on another vessel,
which Zupanovic sold without the permit. Zupanovic later registered LA4411FP in
his name. The 2013 permit that Zupanovic retained from his previous boat was
reissued to LA4411FP the same day he registered that boat. Lindsey said the 2013
permit ceased to be valid eight days after the transfer, but LDWF had done what
Zupanovic asked of them which was to transfer the permit not to renew it.

Jurisic felt blame for not renewing the permit at the time of transfer was mutual
between LDWF and Zupanovic.
